He 
oould not get justice even from the High Court. A Bräh- 
man boy pushed a Chamar boy, under provocation, and the 
latter fellon the ground and died. The Brähman lad was 
sentenced to a year’s imprisonment On the other hand, 
a Muhammadan sportsman, who wounded a Hindũ culti- 
vator with small shot at a short distance from the lécal 
criminal courts, was not punished at all. The above cases 
are old ones, but the present state of things i is still worse. 
On the 28th August the son of a well-to-do bisdti or pedlar 
i killed one son and wounded another son of a bhatiara, but 
no notice was taken of his offence. On the occasion of 
the late Id the officials allowed the Musalmäns to kill 
kine freely at any places they liked. The Hindüs were as 
much grieved at the slaughter of the kine as they would 
be at the murder of their own mothers, but the foolish | 
opposition which they offered has involved them in diffi- _ 
culties. Many other sad things have occurred, but it is 
better to keep them secret.

England,, and hope that 
Government will put a stop to the custom of child-marriage 
among the Hindũs by law. The stoppage of such an evil 
oustom is, no doubt, highly desirable, and Mr. Malabari is 
entitled to the gratitude of the Hindi community for the 
firmness and perseverance with which he has maintained 
the agitation for social reform at a great sacrifice of his 
time and money, but Government interferende would not be 
justifiable. The custom of Suttes was a kind of suicide, 
but no such objection can be urged against child-marriage. 
Government has repeatedly declared that it will not inter- 
fere with the religious aud social customs of the people, 
and therefore the prohibition of child-marriage by law 


would expose Government to the charge of breach of pro- 


mise, and give cause for dissatisfaetion to the millions of 
Hinds in this country. Government should ask the gentle- 
men who assemble in the National Congress every year, 
and call themselves representatives of the people, to induce 
the people to abandon the evil custom. If the people do 
not listen to their advice, they have no right to carry on 
political agitation as their representatives. But, on the 
other hand, if the people do not consider the custom an evil 
one, they are not yet fit for self-government, and the 
Congress is not right in asking for any privileges on their 
behalf. It is impossible that the men who cannot manage 
their own private affairs should be able to conduct the 
administratioy1 of a large country. The educated natives

If girls married in childhood were given the pow- 
er to annual their marriages on coming of age, they would 
become independent and disobedient. A girl might obey. 
her husband, but she would undoubtedly quarrel with his 
brothers and other relatives and compel him to live sepa- 
rately from them. In this way the old joint family sys- 
tem, which is a very economical one and enables a large 
portion of the Hindé community to lead a life free from 
orime, which would be otherwise impossible, would soon 
come to an end. If the marriage of widows were sanction- 
ed by law, any man desirous of marrying a widow would 
correspond. with her and pay visits to her; but such 
visits would be considered a great disgrace by her relatives. 
Europeans might regard the custom of courtship as the per- 
- fection of civilization, but it is abhorent to oriental minds. 
The condition of Hindũ women is not so unsatisfactory as 
Mr. Malabari represents it to be. Elderly women possess 
great influence over their families, and domestic affairs 
are entirely managed in accordance with their advice. The 
sudden introduction of radical changes recommended by 
Mr. Malabari, would be very injurious to the welfare of the 
Hindüs. Social reform is.quietly going on in every com- 
munity. In many families children were formerly marri- 
ed at the age of four or five, but they have lately volun- 


tarily raised the limit of marriageable age to 12 or 18. Some 
widows, too, are married every year.
